Those weather balloons which 
the Army and Air Force keep send­ 
ing up keep coming down to puzzle 
people, mostly farmers, in Fayette 
County. 
Ifs only natural that the finders 
should think that the sender-upper 
would want the complicated con­ 
traption back because, after all, 
it would seem that such a gadget 
would hardly be sent up into the 
blue yonder and then forgotten. 
However, if what I have been 
told by military men when I ’ve 
asked for finders if the equipment 
should be returned applies to ail 
cases, the weather balloon instru­ 
ments get in their licks far above 
the earth via some sort of radio 
contact with the station. Eventual­ 
ly, when they get out of range or 
run out of juice. I understand they 
come down and they are of no 
more value. 
Now that’s not official, that’? 
just the impression I ve been given 
when I ’ve called to ask about send­ 
ing them back. 
The last one reported turning up 
in this community was found by 
Mrs. Robert Klever on her farm 
home on the Wood Road near New 
Holland. It was on an orange color 
ed parachute and had a deflated 1 
orange-colored balloon attached to j 
it. The instrument, itself, was in 
the usual white metal box about 
6 by 6 by 4 inches. 
The parachute, I presume, is to 
keep the thing from plummeting ; 
down, to let it drift down gently j 
and 
harmlessly.

a house or farm animal: neither 
have I ever met anyone who has :

Herald to ask whether the Signal 
Corps of the U. S. Army (stamped 
on it) wanted it back and, if so, 1 
where should she send it. 
Since the Signal Corps was so !

WASHINGTON -F —Congression­ 
al thoughts roamed to 
vacation­ 
land, home and campaign politics 
today as Senate and House entered 
what just about

would be the last day of the ses­ 
sion. 
The last “ must” items on the 
list—social security and pay rais­ 
es—were moving rapidly 
toward 
final decision today. 
The Senate House 
Conference 
Committee 
reached 
agreement 
today on a compromise social 
security hill extending coverage 
to more than IO million addition­ 
al persons, and raising benefits 
and the taxes to pay for them. 
The bill, last major piece of leg­ 
islation holding up adjournment of 
Congress, was to be rushed to the 
louse floor for 
expected 
quick 
passage, then sent to the Senate 
for final congressional action. 
The conferees settled their major 
difference by agreeing to put under 
compulsory 
coverage 
3,600,000 
farm operators as asked by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower.

T H E SEN A T E and House ver­ 
sions of the bill were in general 
agreement on new benefit scales 
and on raising the tax base from 
$3,600 to $4,200 Their only major 
difference lay in just which addi­ 
tional workers should be covered 
by the Legislation. 
The Senate voted a 5 per cent 
pay raise, for 
more 
than 
two 
million federal workers, 69-4, af­ 
ter a losing fight by Sen. Know- 
land (R-(’alif) to attach a hike 
in postal rates to the pay in­ 
crease. 
Knowland, the Republican floor 
leader, told the Senate President 
Eisenhower could be expected to 
veto the bill unless there was a 
postal rate increase to offset in 
part the cost of the pay raise. 
The Senate sent to the House 79-0 
yesterday, and the House to the 
White House 265 2, a much-tossed- 
about bill to strip the Communist 
party of legal rights and take away 
labor law privileges from Commu­ 
nist-infiltrated unions. 
Also passed by House and Sen­ 
ate and given to the President for 
signing: a $5,243,575,795 appropri­ 
ation to run the foreign aid pro­ 
gram for the year. This was the 
last money bill on the docket. 
The House also completed con­ 
gressional action on a bill to apply 
the same promotion system to re­ 
serve officers as now covers regu­ 
lar military officers. 
The Senate passed to the White 
House a bill to raise retirement 
and unemployment benefits of rail­ 
road workers by an estimated 82 
million dollars a year.

WASHINGTON on - Communi 
ties with overcrowded schools near 
some 300 federal installations soon 
should f>e able to apply for money 
to finance new' construction.

And also, that thous 
ands of people have been “ ex 
posed" to the dire warnings, en 
graved on the walls of the tom b 
Yet. a strange and tragic mis 
fortune has overtaken one of the 
scientists connected with the dis­ 
covery of the ' solar boat,” found 
a few m onths ago beside the 
G rand P y ram id of Cheops 
His two daughters died sudden­ 
ly, within a few months of each 
other, while the work 
was in 
progress.

Back in 3917 in Stockholm, I 
attended a congress of minority 
nationalities sod w as im pressed 
by the fact that as sm all as 
E urope is, there w*ere com m uni­ 
ties of men intent upon m aking 
each country sm aller.

The United States has never 
form ally or 
legally 
recognized 
any group, racial, religious or 
nationalistic, as & m i n o r i t y 
group. There is no federal legis­ 
lation distinguishing a minority 
group 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
There has been some state legis­ 
lation to th at effect, but it has 
b e e n declared unconstitutional 
by the United States Suprem e 
Court. 
O ur basic theory is that each 
Individual h as inalienable rights 
as a person, not . s a part: of a 
m ajority or as a minority Each 
stands in a court of law alone as 
a person whose rights, privileges, 
im m unities and rem edies are not 
to be related to groups or com­ 
m unities. Of course, there are 
violations of the law as there are 
violations of morals, but the prin­ 
cipal of the oneness of this nation 
w'as determ in ed by the w ar be­ 
tw een the states and the rights 
of the individual have been stip­ 
ulated by the Constitution and 
by decisions of the court. 
R ecently Will Maslow, genera: 
counsel of the A m erican Jewish 
Congress, 
appeared 
before the 
J e n n e r C om m ittee to m ake some 
recom m endations as to how Cor 
gressional com m ittees s h o u l d 
c o m p o r t them selves

Diet and Health 


Gains Being Made 
In Care of the Aged

A new brunch of medicine has 
grown up along with our growing 
life span. 
This 
branch, 
called 
geriatrics, deals with the health 
problem s of the aged or aging 
It is a difficult science, because 
most elderly persons more fre 
quently 
have 
hard-to-treat 
ill 
ne-se 
than do younger people 
They do not have the physical 
com eback or the inner healing 
power that they did when thev 
w ere young 
Elderly Group Increases 
in 1900, m ore than four p e r 
cent of 
the 
population 
of 
the 
United States was over 65 years 
of age 
Today, over eight per 
cent of our populaton is o v e r 
that age 
This elderly group has a high 
incidence of dangerous and dis­ 
abling illnesses, such 
as 
heart 
disease, 
cancer 
and 
arthritis 
However, an older person a l s o 
has a longer tim e in which to 
contract these diseases; 
there 
fort, they are more easily 
af 
Dieted than the young 
Gains in T reatm en t 
Many of the aged have a very 
poor resistance to discase, and 
do not tolerate drugs as well as 
a younger person does. G eriatrics 
has made possible the successful 
trea tm en t of serious illnesses like 


pneumonia and high blood pres­ 
sure in the elderly person It has 
also m ade It possible to perform 
complete 
m ajor 
operations 
on 
the aged successfully 
A problem of wide occurrence 
in the geriatric group is the lack 
of hormone, particularly the sex 
hormone This horm one has func­ 
tions other than sexual, such as 
m aintaining balance and 
skele 
tai or bone equilibrium. T here­ 
fore, replacem ent of these hor­ 
mones if often essential 
Eating P roblem s 
Many elderly persons eat in­ 
adequately because it is easier 
for them to prepare a diet con­ 
sisting mainly of baked goods 
These limited diets very o f t e n 
lack vitam ins and minerals. 
Moreover, the intestines of the 
elderly cannot absorb foods prop­ 
erly. and it usually becomes nec­ 
essary for them to take supple­ 
m entary vitam ins and minerals
